A just approved 6.6 per cent tn- 
crease in Gt Bill education 
allowances will be included in GI Bil! 
checks to be mailed to some 15 
million veterans on December 1, 
1977. The legislation, which is ret- 
roactive to October 1, 1977, was 
signed into law by President Carter. 

This new bill will raise the present 
monthly allowance by 6.6 percent and 
bring the monthly payment for a full 


time student to $311. The first check 
in. December wil! include retroactive 
payments for both October and 
November. This will give the full time 
student an extra $38 over and above 

the increased December check 
The new bill also contains many 
new amendments that either change 
or alter present veteran's benefits. 
Foremost among these changes is a 
Stipulation for accelerated payment. 
For years. veterans going to schools

It died in the Mexican 
legislature 


Consul McClendon satisfied 
with the prisoner exhcange treaty 
under the terms of which most 


American prisoners will be allowed to 
return to the US. to complete their 
sentences 

I'm very much in favor of it,” she 
said “We view it as asolutiontoapart 
of the problem, but not as the final 
solution to the prisoner problem ' 

Questions have been raised as to 
the Constitutionality of putting an 
American citizen in an American jail 
without first giving him an American 
trial McClendon does not view this as 
a problem 

‘Everyone knows that it will be 
tested, she said flatly. “But we view 
the transfer as a privilege The 
prisoner will have to elect for the 
transfer, which is meant to diminish 
his burden and return him to a more 
familiar society 

A recently published State 
Department pamphiet, intended_to 
explain the terms of the treaty to 
American prisoners, hinted that retur- 
ning Americans should not expect 
soft treatment on their return. Buf 
McClendon is more optimistic 

“Many of them (returning 
prisoners) will be eligible for parole as 
soon us they arrive in the United 
States, based on the amount of time 
that they have served already,” the 
Consul said. “Many of them will go to 
a receiving center where they willbe 
processed and either released: or 
paroled. Each prisoner will be inter- 
viewed by a bureau of prison officers 
while still in Mexico to determine 
what kind of institution he wili be 
returned to. Most likely these will be 
medium security federal prisons.”
